A Family Murdered. 

Vincennes, Ind., Oct. 24.--John D.

Threats of lynching him do not 
seemingly disturb him, and hepreserves 
astonishing composure amid the ex- 
citement.

How Florida is to be Carried.

was the first speaker. He defined his

JOHN BOWMAN,

THE BULLION TAX COMPROMISE. 
Mr. Boardman said that nething could 
be more impudent than the pretense 
that the Republicans were’ responsible 
for the passage of the bullion compro- 
mise bill. He was inthe senate from 


Washoe and happened, therofore, to 
know all about it. He charged the 
Democrat with the disgrace of having 
carried that compromise bill, It had 
its birth in the committee of ways and 
means, composed of three Democrats 
and two Republicans. George W. 
Cassidy the great Democratic leader 
of the Eureka Democracy, and editor 
of the Eureka Sentinel, was one of 
that committee. The Democrats or- 
ganized the senate. They had a ma- 
jority and no Republican bad power 
enough to secure a clerkship for a 
friend. The lower house was Repub- 
lican but the senate was Democratic 
and although some Republicans had, 
he was sorry to say, voted for it, it was 
Democratic energy and Democratic 
votes which carried the measure. We 
all remember when Cassidy, who was 
pledged against a reduction of the tax, 
arose in his place in the senate and 
shamelessly cried that platforms 
were made to catch votes, 
that promises to a constituency are 
not binding. He was the champion 
of the bill and introduced it and sac- 
rificed every interest of the people to 
pass that infamous bill. Mr. Board- 
man believed that Bradley was willing 
to sign it. When the senate was with- 
in four days of adjournment we sacri- 
ficed everything, including senatorial 
dignity, for two days in filibustering 
to keep the bill from coming to a vote 
and out of the governor's hands, for 
those who were battling against the 
rebbery of the people never doubted 
but that Bradley would signit. A 
Democrat offered to bet him, on the 
streets of Carson, $1000 that Bradley 
would sign the billif it passed. He 
wished now he had taken the bet. 
Lradley gave nove of the men who 
were fighting agaiust the bill any en- 
couragement—never tcld them that he 
would veto the bill should it pass, It 
was only when ten of the senators, 
Mr. Boardman among the number, 
sent. in a written appeal to the old 
figurehead, saying they would stand 
by him, that he said he would veto it. 
Mr. Bordman had no reSpect for Brad- 
ley. He knew that he was not intel- 
ligent, and did not think him honest. 
Bradley encouraged the bill and gave 
countenance to those who were work- 
ing for its passage, yet Blunderfussit, 
or whatever the name of the fellow 
is, and men of his stripe will 
brazenly tell the people that the Re- 
publicans were responsible for it.. Cas- 
sidy and the other men who were ac- 
tive on behalf of the bill, used every 
effort to get Mr. Boardman to vote for 
it. Cassidy and Piper came to him 
and said that they would get the 
prison appropriation for Reno if he 
would vote for the compromise, but he 
could not see the justice of transfer- 
ring the taxes from bullion tothe real 
and personal property of the state. It 
would be mighty poor economy to ob- 
tain a beggarly appropriation of $40,- 
000 or $50,000 tora state prison and 
then pay it back many feld in increas- 
ed taxes. Bradley never offered to 
support any member of either house 
to carry the prison scheme. He is a 
shuffler and not honest, and that is not 
the kind of man for Republicans to 
vote for. After a reterence to the 
county ticket Mr. Boardman’s speech 
came to a close.

The Democracy of Nevadais in favor 
ofthe State, county and municipal govern 
ment; and that every species of property bear 
its justand equal burden of taxation. While 
no war is made on the great corporat’ons, it 
is demanded that their property shall contri- 
bute to the support of government, the same 
as other property, Unflinching opposition to 
any further exemption of the net proceeds of 
the mines is announced, the mining interests 
being now sufficiently encouraged and pro- 
tected. Such a reduction of State taxation is 
demanded as will prevent any accumulation of 
money in the State Treasury, and as will only 
furnish a sufficiency for the interest on the 
State debt and the economical administration 
ofthe State government. . 

6th. The Democracy repudiates the doc- 
trine that any officer may disregard and ignore 
the pledges made by his constituents, and oa 
the faith of which he was elected; und de- 
clares that if such practice be tolerated it will 
result in the destruction of representative 
Democratic government, and we declare that 
mo power exists which can relieve officials 
from pledges made tothe people previous to 
election. 

7th. The Democracy of Nevada holds the 
ballot to be the inalienable right of free citi- 
zens; views with alarm the efforts of the great 
foreign corporations tu control the political 
contests in Nevada, and urges the people of 
this State by their votes and the polls in the 
approaching election, so signally to rebuke 
and trample upon such interference as will 
forever prevent its repetition 

8th. The Democracy of Nevada recognizes 
the right as well as the nmeceessity, of organ- 
izing and maintaining by the industrial 
classes, Miner’s Unions and “Mechanic's 
Unions,” and other associations, for the pur- 
pose of protection against Chinese pauper 
labor. Under a wise and frugal government, 
which it is the mission of the Democracy to 
maintain and perpetuate, any resort to force, 
or to violation of law, or invasion of the right 
of person or property, to redress gpeivances, 
is needless and at war with free institutions, 
By legislators festering and favoring the great 
moneyed corporations, such} as national 
banks, railroad, steamship, telegraphie and 
manufacturing companies, the Republican 
party has perverted the Government from its 
true object, protecting the people, and made 
it the instrument of plundering them. It has 
concentrated vast wealth in the hands of a 
few, while the toiling millions who created 
that wealth are struggling in poverty and en- 
forced idleness ; and it has enabled monopolies 
to devour so great a portion of the earnings 
as to take from the mouth of labor the bread 
it has earned. 

9th, The Democracy of Nevada congratu- 
lates the country upon the acceptance, by the 
present administration, of the constitutional 
and pacific policy of local and self-government 
in the States South, so long advocated by the 
Democratic party, resulting in peace and- har- 
mony to that section of the Union. 

16th. The Democracy demands the Legis- 
lature to pass additional enactments to enable 
stock-holders to vieit and examine mining 
property in which they are interested. 


THE THIRD GUBERNATORIAL TERM. 


The Democracy declare that honesty, capac- 
ity, devotion to the truest principles of Gov- 
ernment and the faithful observance of 
pledges, constitute of themselves the highest 
title toits rewarded confidence, and further 
there is no resemblance between the case of 
the Governor of a State, with little patronage, 
and with powers limited by the strict provis- 
iens of the constitution, and that of a Presi- 
dent ofthe United States, by virtue of his 
office, Commander-in-Chief of the army and 
navy and the head of one hundred thousand 
office-holders, striving to perpetuate a person- 
al and tyrannical rule by the unscrupulous use 
of all means at his command. The career of 
the late President of the United States fur- 
nishes the most complete proof ofthe danger 
ofa third Presidential term which we wara 
against and scek to avoid in the future; that 
of the present Governor of Nevada presents 
the strengest evidence of the wisdom of our 
actionin discardihg, in its application to 
State affairs,a doctrine long repudiated by 
the Republican party, and now filched by it 
for the present occasion. 

Finally, the Democratic party of Nevada, by 
its convention assembled, takes occasion to 
especially commend Governor L. R. Bradley 
for preventing, by his veto, an unjust modifi- 
cbtion of the revenue laws now in force tax- 
ing the proceeds of the mines, showing him- 
self by his fearles vindication of the people's 
righte worthy of the full confidence of the
